BSA Task Force to End Homelessness 
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Mike McHugh AIA, LEED 
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National ‘audit’ of the 
profession explores diversity 


A recent audit of existing research and demographic 
data on the architecture profession has affirmed, 
according to the national office of the AIA, what 
many believed through anecdote and perception; 
that is, that the barriers to diversity within the 
architecture profession are remarkably similar to 
those barriers thought to be inhibiting the growth of 
the profession in general. 


Commissioned by the AIA and conducted by the 
Holland & Knight Corporate Diversity Counseling 
Group, the audit report describes the effort as a first 
step in the process of “systemic, persistent, long- 
term efforts to diversify the profession that will 
require cultural transformation across the continuum 
of architecture education, internship, licensure/ 
registration, practice, and professional development.” 


The study resulted from a resolution passed at the 
AIA Convention in 2004 intended to strengthen 

the demographic diversity of the profession. The 
effort was guided by the national AIA Diversity 
Committee led by Boston Architectural Center 
president and BSA board member Ted Landsmark, 
Assoc. AIA; the committee also included BSA deputy 
director Nancy Jenner.

FlatBlack is open! 


Well over a year ago, the BSA began exploring 
opportunities to create a public-friendly presence 

on the street-floor of The Architects Building. The 
consensus was that a well-designed, accessible coffee 
café was one very real possibility. Underscoring the 
value of such a public amenity has been the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority's plans to turn Broad 
Street, the home of The Architects Building, into the 
first target of the city’s “Crossroads Initiative”, a city- 
wide effort to enliven many of the short and very 
long streets that cross the Rose Kennedy Greenway.

FlatBlack principal David House, an accomplished 
woodworking artist, worked with the Grant Studio 
architects and the result is a delightful new gourmet 
coffee shop at the corner of Broad Street and Milk 
Street in downtown Boston. 


The shop is accessible from the street and also from 
the lobby of The Architects Building for those on 
their way to the upper floors for BSA events and 
meetings. FlatBlack and the BSA are collaborating 
on a continuing series of art and architecture-related 
exhibits that extend throughout the café and into 
the BSA lobby. 


“Flat black” is the Australian term for espresso... 
however, there is much more than espresso in this 
café. Stop in for Italian roasted coffee from Timor, 
long flat black (Americano), cappuccino, macchiato, 
lattés, a Jumpin’ Roo, iced chai, hot chocolate, a 
Raspberry Kiss, a soy-enhanced specialty, and even 
Fiji water.
